of the death ballet. 

Investigations by the police have 
borne out the story told by Hig- 
ginson insofar as it can be checked. 
In his story of the rendezvous with 
the girl Higginson stated that she 
had spoken to him of her intending 
marriage to Steve Anast, Edmon- 
ton fruit store clerk, but had in- 
timated that her heart was not in 
the marriage and that she really 
loved a mounted policeman named 
McCuish formerly stationed here 
and now at Kingston, Ont. It was 
to talk over this matter they had 
gone to his home and while there 
the girl suggested that he send a 
telegram to the policeman, with 
whom he was acquainted, telling 
‘him that the girl was contemplat- 
ing marriage with another and 
suggesting that she would call this 
proposed marriage off if the King- 
ston man was serious in his inten- 
tions The telegram was never sent, 
but the rough draft of it, prepared 
by Higginson and the girl, was 
found in the house where he stated 
it would be found, indicating that 
his story was true 

Following the news of the shoot- 
ing the Edmonton man whom the 
girl had said she was marrying on 
the day she died stated that he 
knew nothing of the proposed 
nuptials. 

INVESTIGATING FULLY 

Police are investigating every 
angle of the case but admit that so 
far nothing has been found which 
{in any way disagrecs with Higgin- 
son's story of the shooting. The 
| gun itself is stated to show no fin- 
| gerprints of value, and the angle at 
| which the bullet entered the girl's 
throat and then travelled in an up- 
ward angle direction is also said 
to be in line with the story told by 
| Higginson, as the wound and the di- 
|rection are such as would follow 
the girl accidentally shooting her- 
self. 

Police are also considering the 
angle that the whole thing was an 
accident but that Higginson, owing 
to the drink he had consumed and 
the excitement, has a rather hazy 
idea of the whole matter. It is 
stated that when Dr. T. H. Field, 
first medical man to reach the scene 
of the shooting, arrived at the Hig- 
ginson home, the accused was reel. 
ing around and did not appear to 
realize the full seriousness of the 
situation and was certainly not in 
any normal or near normal condi- 
tion.

British holidaymakers have 
discovered air travel. Every traf- 
fic record, on internal and exter- 
nal routes, was broken in three 
days of the first August week- 
end Regular services were 
doubled, trebled, quadfupled. Im- 
perial Airways traffic officers 
dealt with 76 services on one day 
alone, 44 of them cross-Channel 
and 32 between London and the 
Isle of Wight.
